\ Deſcription of B U D A, in its Ancient and Preſent 


State ; With an Exa& and Compleat Account ofthe STEGE thereof: 


Broan by the Duke of Lorrain, July 1 


4. 1684. and Continued by him and the Elefor of Bavaria, 
at which time the Siege pas Raiſed, 


z:1] November the Firſt, 
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V D £4, which was ever accounted the moſt 
conſiderable and important City in Hungary, 
is by the Duazch called Offer, and ſuppoſed 
by ſome Hiſtorians to be the Czria of Pro- 

lemy, but by others with more probability thought to 
be the Abriucum of Antoninus, and to have received 1ts 
name of Buaa, either from Buda the Brother of 27:14 
by whom it is ſaid to be rebuilt, or elſe from the Bu- 
ainia Scythian People mentioned in- Herodotus. It is 
very | 9g though ſomewhat unevenly ſituated 
amidit divers Hills, in the pleaſanteſt and moſt fruit- 
ful part of all the Country, on th& South fide of the 
Danow, It is curiouſly beautified and adorned with 
many great and {ſumptuous Buildings,and Publick Edi- 
1- 5s, and exceedingly well fortified with a well built 
Waxlland a ſtrong Caſtle,ſuppoſed to be 149 >m #7 Hg 
& $ofore continually watched by the jealous Turks, 
withall 1.1aginable cafe and diligence,leſt it ſhould be 
ſurprized. 1 iS furniſhed with ſeveral pleaſant and me- 
dicinal Baths, which 4 reateſt part of their pre- 
ſent pomp and > "1ptuoulneſs to their newMaſters the 
Turks,who took 1 rom the Chriſtians May 20. 1591. 
It was ancient,y the Metropolis of the King- 
dom,and the Royal Seat ofthe Kings of Hungary, and 
by that means was grown both populous and rich. But. 
Soiyman the Magnificent, after he had conquered the 
Rhodians, ſeeing the Chriſtian Princes at variance a- 
mong themſelves, and that their difcords grew to a 
greater heat, he reſolved to take the opportunity to 
large his Dominion: And therefore railing an Army 
of Two hundred thouſand Horſe and Foot, he fell like 
a raging Tempeſt upon Hungary, ſubduing all before 
him, Gi he came within ſight of the Walls of Buaa, 
When Lews King of Hungary, who was young, and un- 
acquainted with the hazards of Waryupon the perſua- 
ſicn of Tomorens a Fryer, and a few other young ra 
* Councillors, whoatlured him of Victory, adventured 
to iſſue out, and give him Battel, contrary to the Opi- 
- nion of thoſe of more gravity, who difluaded him 
from ſo rath and _p—_ an Attempt, but was ſoon 
defeated with a miſerable ſlaughter of his Men, and 
himſelf in his flight, as he was paſſing over a Fenny 
Ditch, was overthrown by his Horles falling back- 
ward,and ſmothered in the Mud. Moſt of the Funga- 
rian Nobility were {lain in this Fight, and almoſt all 
the common Souldiers. | 
Afﬀter which Victory Solyman had moſt of the 
ſtrong Cities in Hurgaria delivered into his hands 3 
who thereupon gave the Kingdom to Foarnes Sepuſins 
Yayvod of Tranſlvania: But no ſooner was he return- 


ed to Conſtantinople, and John crowned, but Ferdinand 
King of Bohemia claimed the Kingdom,and being aided 
by his Brother Charles the Fifth Emperour of Germany, 
entred into Hungary with a great Army,and with little 
or no reſiſtance took this ſtrong City of Buda, And 
then marching to the Caſtle of Tocai, where King John 
x4 with his Army, he gave him Battel, and after a 
bloody Fight obtain'd the Victory.and forced John to 
fave himſelf by flying into Polard. 

Fobn being now driven out of the Kingdom, Ferd:- 
and cauſed himſelf to be crowned King at Alba Re- 
galis,the uſual place for theCoronation of the Hungari- 
anKings. And this Ferdinand being after the deathof his 
Brother Charles choſen Emperour,it hath ever ſince re- 
mained as theHereditaryPofleſſion of all his Succeſlors. 
Bur Joh» ſtorming at his being thus thruſt out of his 
Kingdom,mightily importuned $S3g;/mond King of Po- 
land to reinthrone him ; but not prevailing there, he 
applied himſelf to the Grand Signior, who had at firſt 
advanced him to be King, intreating him now to aid 
him againſt Ferdinand, and- reſtore him again to his 
loſt Dominion. Solymar thereupon reſolving to main- 
tain theCrown upon theHead of this King of his mak- 
ing, reentred Hungary with an huge Army, conquer- 
ing all before him till he came to Buda, which was as 
ſoon as he came before ir,furrendred to him with little 
or no reliſtance, together with the ſtrong Caſtle, and 
hath ever ſince remained in the Turks poſſeſhon. 

And as it had ever been: till this time the Royal 
Seat of the King of Hungary, ſo hath it ever ſince it 
was poſſeſſed by the Turks,been the Reſidence of their 
chiet Baſſa; and hath proved more prejudicial and in- 
jurious to the Emperial Territories,than all the Turksſh 
Garriſons in Hungary beſides. But the Grand Vizier 
being overthrown before Yiema, and forced to raiſe 
his Siege, and retire back into Hungary, he was purſu- 
ed thither by the King of Poland, and the Imperial 
Forces. And after ſeveral'defeats given to the Turks,

down before Buda on the 14th of Fly 1684. And on: 
the 19th took the lower Town by Aſſault 2509 7ari- 
ſaries and other Turkiſh Souldiers being flain in the. 
diſpute. The next day the Duke attackt the Fort of 
St. Gerard, - Which the Turks were forced to abandon, 
together with all-the Cannon that was 1n it. 
Afeer the abandoning of this Fort, the Duke being 
informed that.an Enemy of Turks that lay hoverin 
2bout three Miles from Buda, under the Command 0 
the Seraſquier Baſſa, he reſolved to remove them 
before he proceeded any further in the Siege. Where- 
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fore taking moſt of his Cavalry, and about Tooo Foot, 
he marcht with them all night, and came to their 
Camp about break of day, and fell upon them with 
{uch courage and fiercenels, that after a Fight of four 
hours he gave them a total overthrow, forcing them 
to abandon their Camp, together with their Infantry, 
Cannon and Baggage, four or five thouſand Men be- 
ing ſlain on the place. 


This Victory thus obtained, he begirt Buda more 


ſtrictly than before, wherenpon the Turks made ſeve- 
ral deſperate Sallies, wherein they preſſed hard upon 
the Chriſtians who had the Guard of the Trenches, 
but were ſtill beaten back with great loſs. In the mean 
me ti inued to b he T 1th hi 
time the Duke continued to batter the Town with his 
Cannon and Bombs, & to ſpring ſeveral Mines where- 
with he did great Execution, and made a large Breach 
in the Wall; but there being no want of helpin the Town, in regard 
there were Eighteen or Nineteen thouſand Men in Garriſon, they 
quickly made up the Breaches, and being reſolved to hold out to the 
laſt, made ſeveral Reintrenchments within the Wall. And the Seraf- 
quier Baſſa, who ſtill hovered about 4lba Regalrs, made ſeveral At- 
tempts to force Count Leſlies Camp, who lay with an Army at the 
Bridge of 1ura»1ovitz on the River Drave, to cover the Siege, but was 
always repulſed with loſs. 


The Baſſa of Buda being ſlain, another of the Turklſh Baſa's took 
trar command, and appeared more reſolute in the defence of the 

own than the former. And when the EleQor of Bavaria ſenta Meſ- 
ſenger into the Town to acquaint him with his Arrival in the Camp, 
and that he was reſolved not to ſtir from thence, till he had reduced 
the Place to the obedience of his Imperial Majeſty, advifing him to 
ſurrender in time,and not ſuffer things to come to extremity, which if 


. he did,he muſt then expe& no quarter ; he boldly anſwered, that he 


very well underſtood the Rules of War, and therefore would not ſur- 
render the Place ſo long as he had Men and Ammunition to defend it, 
and Provifionsto fubfiſt on. Whereupon the Ele&or cauſed the Can- 
non to play hard, and a Mine to be ſprung on the. ſide of the River, 
whereby he threw down a great part of the Wall :* But the Seraſquier 
willing to gratifie his Maſter with the Relief of Buda, made anott er At- 
tempt to Raiſe the Siege, but with as bad ſucceſs as formerly, being 
forced to retire under the Walls of Alba Regalis, and thinking himſelf 
ſafe there, repaſſed the Bridge of Eſſehe only 1n this Attempt about Five 
hundred Turks got Into Buda. 

But the Seraſquier being-again defeated, the Bavarians made a 
fierce Afaylt. upon- a Tower of the Caſtle, towards the water fide, 
which they maſtered at firſt, but being over-powered with numbers, 
wereforc'r to quit it again. - And the befjeged. continued to make a 
ſtout reſiſtance, though they were reduced ro 4000 Men, and were in 
great want of Provifion, On the 14th they fallied forth with ſuch fury, 
that they forced the Bavarians from their Works, till reinforced by 0- 
ther Troops, and:;in a Sally. they made the next day, they took away, 
and carried into the Town the Deal- boards, and other materials the 
Chriſtians made-uſe of in mining, and with incredible pain fill coun- 
termined the Chriſtians Works, And 'the Seraſquier .ying with his. 
Army within five Miles of Buda, hindered the Imperialifts from forra- 
ging, whereupon the Duke of Lorrain,with half the Horſe and Dragoons, 
went to attack him, . which the Seraſquier being informed of by his 
Spices, retired again to his uſual place of ſafery under the Walls of Al- 


ba Repals. 
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But being at laſt reinforced with a freſh ſupply of Men, Which inc 

creaſed his Army to goo00. On the 23d of Ofioh. he drew towards 
the Chriſtians Camp with his whole Force,and tour Picces of Cannon, 
as though he were reſolved to attack them in their Trenches ; where- 
upcn a great Council of War was held among the Chriſtians, to de- 
bate whether|chey ſhould go to meet the Enemy, or expe& them in 
their Camp, which was very well fortified, the latter whereof was re« 
ſolved on, on % a ſmall Body of Horſe was ſent cut, who ſkirmiſhed 
with ſome of the foremoſt of the Turkiſh Troops, whereupon the ſub= 
til Tk, who deſigned nor to fight, bur ony to weary them out with 
frequent Alarms, rerired. But the next day the Beiteged making a 
reſolute Sally, wherein they endeavoured to ruine one of the Batteries 
that did moſt annoy them, killed Collonel Kimeg, who commanded in 
the Trenches, and two Captains, and oneLieutenant, with about an 
hundred more; he commanded the Baſſa of Agria toattempt the Re- 
leaſe of the Town on the fide of Peſt, who having ſurprized and cut to 
pieces the few Imperialifts whom he found there, conveyed in eighe 
Boats about 3oo Faniſaries, and ſome Proviſions into the Town which 
they entred with flying Colours, and their accuſtomed Shouts which fo 
encouraged the Befteged, who in all probabifity could not without this 
Relief haye held out many days longer ; that the next day they allied 
forth again, and killed above an hundred of the Chriſtians, and ruined 
ſeveral of their Works. 

But that which was more injurious to the Chriſtians, and hirdred 
their taking the Cicy, was the great Rains which fell in ſuch abundance, 
that the Bavarians Mines were fo filled with Water, that they were 
forced to abandon them. And the chief Mine on the Imperialifts: ſide 
having been long ready, was at length diſcovered by the Beſieged. 

The Seraſquier being incouraged by the Bafſa of Agra's Succeſs,and 
the Damage he underftood the wearher had done in the Imperial 
Camp, ſenr out ſeveral ſtrong Detachments, one whereof ſurprized 
ſeveral of the Imperial Forragers, took 500 Horſe, and all the Baggage 
of the Regiment of the Count ge Stirum; another took about 100 Hu 
garians, who were going with Proviſions to the Camp; and a third cn- 
deavyoured to pofſets themſelves of the heavy Baggage of the Chriſti- 
ans, which the two Generals had ſent to Graz, but failed of their En= 
rerprize, which made the Chriſtians, who began now to deſpair of ta« 
king the City this Campaign, think of raiſing the Siege, which was re- 
ſolved cn 1jn a Council of War held on the 29th, their whole care bein 
row' to ſerd away-their Cannon, and ſecure their Rerreat, in regar 
they expected the Scraſquier to fall upon them. 

Wherefore all the ſick and wourded Men, with the Baggage and the 
looſe Retainers to the Camp; being firſt ſent away, the Cannon was 
drawn off from the Batteries , .and. planted in the Ile of St. AndriFÞs, 
for defence of the Troops 1D their. Retreat. And then the Cayalry be- 
ing commanded to face the-Enemy,. whilſt the Foor marched off; the 
whole Army conſiſting of 300co Men, paſſed the Danube November the 
_—_— a Bridge of Boats, which they had kept there all the time of 
the S.ege. | 
_ The whale Aion was performed with ſo much prudence and cau« 
tion, that they loſt not one Man inthe Retreat ; neicher the Seraſquier 

nor the Befieged daring to atrack them: 

Some time before the Raiſing of: rhe Siege, the EleRor of Bavaria 
received a Meſſage from. the Governour- a, Buda, wherein he ac= 
quainted him, | that by his bold” and- adventurous appearing in the 
Trenches and places of the greateſt danger, he had rendred himſelf 
very well known to his Souldiers,. for which reaſon he adviſed him ta 
take greater care of his perſon, in regard his Cannon knew no reſpeR 


of perſons, |
